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Philatelic Issues 


A Feature Collection of Postage Stamps of the World 


By RAY SHEPARD 





Note: The incentive for making such a collection as described in the following article, came from a chance remark by an acquain- 
tance, who asked if stamp collecting, as a hobby, had ever been recognized officially by any government. To date better than 
twenty nations of the globe have contributed, to such a collection, one or more commemorative issues. 








ESPITE arguments to the con- 

trary, the time has arrived 

when adult collectors have al- 

most to forsake the path of 

general collecting and devote 
their time, to a few select countries, 
or class of stamps, as a means of 
keeping alive their interest. All col- 
lectors have as their objective, a com- 
plete collection of one certain country 
or group of countries. Unless they 
have unlimited funds at their disposal, 
and even then, are confronted with 
the problem, of how and where to 
secure a certain rare stamp to com- 
plete the collection. Hardly a stamp 
issuing country, but what furnishes 
at least one example of an elusive 
stamp not obtainable, with the aver- 
age collector’s purse. Thus far, the 
Philatelic Issues, tho some are elusive 
and hard to locate in dealer’s stocks, 
are yet within the reach of the aver- 
age collector. Once completed, to 
date, such a collection makes a very 
interesting cross-section of the stamps 
world. Should the countries not thus 
far represented, in such a collection, 
fall in line, the time will come, when 
a collection of this sort will be one 
of great interest to show to fellow 
philatelists as well as the non-col- 
lector. In it would be a stamp or set, 


from every stamp-issuing country on} bon 
the globe, together with the histori- | 


cal fact that certain philatelic exhi- 
bitions or gatherings have been com- 
memorated by the issues so shown. 

The first issue of such a character 
was made by Poland in 1919. Five 
values of the, then current postal set, 
were overprinted and surcharged with 


an additional “5 fennigi”’, in com- 
memoration of the First Polish Ex- 
hibition. As the current stamps ex- 
isted both perforate and imperforate, 
both classes of each value were so 
treated. The surtax was for the bene- 
fit of the Polish White Cross Society. 
Poland thus became the first country 
to so honor stamp collectors. 

Two years then elapsed before an- 
other such issue appeared. In May 
1921, Belgium made a trial printing 
in indigo ink, of a new stamp design. 
These stamps were printed in special 
sheets of 25 stamps and placed on sale 
May 26, 1921, at the opening of the 
Philatelic Exhibition at Brussels and 
a special exhibition cachet cancellation 
was applied to the corner margin of 
the sheet, but not obliterating the 
stamps. 

August 1922, Luxemburg issued two 
values of the then current set, in 
imperforate condition and sold them 
exclusively at the Luxemburg Phila- 
telic Exhibition. These stamps were 
valid for postage throughout the coun- 
try. 

In June 1923, France overprinted 
the 1 franc value then in use, in honor 
of the Philatelic Congress at Bor- 
deaux. This stamp is not listed in 





Scott’s, but is so recognized by Gib- 


i. 
May 1924, Belgium issued a special 
isheet of four 5 franc stamps, with 


''a special exhibition cachet cancella- 
‘tion applied to the corner margin of 


the sheet, similar to that of 1921. 
The stamp was the same design as 
the stamps then in use, but in a spec- 
ial color. These stamps were sold 





only at the International Philatelic 
Exhibition in Brussels. Later this 
same year, Netherlands issued three 
values of a new stamp design, which 
was later adopted for the regular 
postage issues. These three stamps 
were available solely to visitors to the 
International Philatelic Exhibition at 
the Hague. 

The United States joined this select 
group first in October 1926, with the 
issuing of the special sheet of 25 of 
the White Plains stamp. This issue 
being familiar to most all stamp col- 
lectors, needs no further comment 
here. 

Uruguay fell in line in May 1927, 
by issuing a special design of three 
values, in imperforate sheets of four 
stamps each, in honor of the Inter- 
national Philatelic Exhibition at Mon- 
tevideo. About the same time this 
year France brought out a special 
sheet of two stamps, a 5 and 10 franc, 
with a white stamp between upon 
which was printed the words “Stras- 
bourg 1927”. These sheets were sold 
as souvenirs at the Strasbourg Phila- 
telic Exhibition. Luxemburg also 
printed a set of five values of special 
design, commemorating the 75th an- 
niversary of the introduction of post- 
age stamps in that country and sold 
them exclusively at the Luxemburg 
Philatelic Exhibition, at a premium of 
8 francs per set. The premium was 
donated toward the expenses of the 
exhibition. 

February 1928 ou a special set 
of three values, by Monaco. These 
were sold exclusively at the Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition at Monte 
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Carlo. Estonia followed with the is- 
suance of a 10 mark stamp of special 
color, in a current design, sold ex- 
clusively to the visitors at the Reval 
Philatelic Exhibition in July. Austra- 
lia came next with a special sheet of 
four stamps for the Melbourne Ex- 
hibition in October. Finland joined 
the procession by suitably overprint- 
ing two values of the postage set then

Visitors to the Antwerp 
Philatelic Exhibition, in August, could 
purchase a special sheet of one value 
produced by Belgium, for this occa- 
ision. Like the two preceeding issues 
of this country, the special cachet was 
applied to the corner margin of the 
|sheet. September of this year saw 
Germany create a special sheet, the 
| first of its kind of these special issues. 
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bought by each purchaser of a ticket 
to the Warsaw Philatelic Exhibition. 

May 1929, France appropriately 
overprinted the then current 2 franc 
value and sold them exclusively at the 
International Philatelic Exhibition at 
Harve. Danzig became a convert to 
these special issues when she brought 
out a set of three values of special 
design for the Danzig Philatelic Ex- 
hibition June 7-14. They sold ex- 
clusively at the exhibition, for double 
their face value, the excess being for 
the aid of the exhibition. 


This sheet was composed of four dif- 
ferent values, in four different colors 
and designs. Each holder of a ticket 
of admission to the International Phil- 
atelic Exhibition, held in Berlin, Sep- 
tember 12-21, could purchase one of 
these sheets. The cost was 1.70 
Marks, divided as follows: face value 
of the stamps 98 pfennigs; charity 59 
pfennigs; special paper upon which 
the stamps were printed 13 pfennigs.

Air Post Exhibition in Paris, Novem- 
ber 6-20. The stamp sold for its face 
value plus 5 francs, the price of ad- 
mission to the exhibition. 

With the first issue in this series 
for 1931, Uruguay gave the stamp 
collector an opportunity to acquire 
stamps, the exact replicas of the first 
stamps issued by this country in the 
year 1856. This in itself is worthy 
of note. Four values of this design, 
in imperforate sheets of four stamps 
each, suitably inscribed at the foot, 
were issued in commemoration of the 
Philatelic Exhibition at Montevideo, 
April 11-15. The stamps were on sale 
during the five days of the exhibition 
only. The Brussels’ Philatelic Exhi- 
bition, July 18-21, was honored by a 
single stamp of special design, on a 
large sheet, with the corner margin 
cachet, same as its predecessors from 
this country. The sheet sold for 5 
francs; postage value 2.45 francs; 
costs of the exhibition 2 francs; Ex- 
Soldiers’ Relief Fund 55c. This stamp 
marked the first appearance of Prince 
Leopold’s (now King) portrait upon 
a Belgian postage stamp. The First 
Peruvian Philatelic Exhibition, held 
July 28th., was the occasion for an 
issue of seven stamps of two designs. 
The one design, being triangular, pic- 
turing the old stone bridge at Lima.

For the past two issues the news 
started with notices of stamps being 
removed from the list of stamps on 
sale at the Philatelic Agency and this 
will prove no exception, for two more 
disappeared the last week in Decem- 
ber. 

This time, it was not the oldest 
airmail stamps, as some predicted, but 
the five-cent bi-colored and the five- 
cent purple rotary press airmails. The 
first, No. 1810 according to Scotts Cat- 
alogue is carmine and blue and was 
first issued on July 25, 1928. Al- 
though it was issued this day the first 
day covers bear the dates of August 1, 
1928. The Post Office does not as 
a rule keep track of the number of 
stamps issued in the regular series. 
It authorizes something like a blanket 
order, to the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, to print sufficient quan- 
tities to keep ahead of the orders. 
The latest figure in our file give the 
number of stamps issued as 106,042,- 
600. 

The second stamp No. 1315, purple 
and printed on the rotary press was 
issued August 19, 1931. The stamp

was in use just a little over one year 
to be supplanted by the 8c on Septem- 
ber 26, 1932 when the new airmail rate 
went into effect. Here again it is 
not possible to secure the exact print- 
ing figures, at this time, for both the 
flat and rotary of this stamp were 
considered as one stamp by the Post 
Office Department. The combined total 
for the two purple five-cent stamps 
according to latest airmail figures is 
153,987,200 stamps. 

Total sales by the Philatelic Agency 
for the calendar year of 1934 have 
been released and are as follows: 1934 
$910,781.10, 1933 $500,212.46.

Back in the good old days before 
such things as crime waves were 
known, our ancestors used to spend 
their long winter evenings thinking up 
ways to skin the government through 
cleaning these here new-fangled 
things called postage stamps. Their 
ingenuity reached such 
that good old Uncle Sam felt that per- 
haps his postal revenues were being 
deflated, a movement that was equally 
in disfavor in those days as today. 
Penmarks were easily removed with 
acids without effecting the more or 
less permanent colors used to produce 
the finely-engraved early issues, and 
even regular cancelling ink could be 
lightened considerably. Even after the 
introduction of a deep black cancelling 
ink and more or less uniform killers,

that they make a very attractive and 
interesting collection. 

A few days after the exhibit at 
Dayton, so we are told by Mr. Buckey 
of the Buckey Stamp Company in 
Dayton, a Dayton collector who had 
never been known to give attention to 
foreign stamps dropped into his shop 
and inquired if he had any of the 
stamps of Philatelic Issues.
